At least in a time like this, 
when people's minds are 
up-set about so many tragic 
things. David Dietz, science 
writer for thet Scripps-How- 
ard newspapers, insists that 
the time has come for Am- 
erica to assume leadership 
of the world, to realize that 
the future will be what we 
in America make it.

But right now, when hun- 
dreds of thousands of young 
men are going into military 
training whether they like 
it or not, it is just as well 
to recognize that there is 
something more to it than 


l$dy* doing one's patriot- 
duty and having a clear 


conscience, 
There is also 


a great deal in the medi- 
c.al point of view express- 
ed by Dr. Hugh H. Young 
of Baltimore in his letter 
to Senator Glass. 


The doctor is speaking 


.especially of health. Rigid 
a r m y 
examinations, 
he 


says, discover many physi- 
cal conditions which, if al- 
lowed to run, would lead 
to serious 
disease. Even 


among West Point cadets, 
rejection for physical de- 
fects is 25 per cent. Condi- 
tions among general 
re- 


cruits are worse. 


In half such cases, he de- 


clares, medical 
or surgi- 


cal treatment at the right 
time would have removed 
the defect. In most of the 
defective 
cases 
improve- 


ment is still possible. And 
military life, he adds, with 
its systematic training and 
general care, is well known 
to' be one of 
the 
most 


healthful pursuits in 
the 


world. 


Actual 
warfare 
under 


present 
conditions 
is, of 


course, something else. The 
doctor is only speaking of 
what military training does 
for a man. Everybody is 
'hoping, and most of us are 
believing, that these boys 
who will soon go into train- 
ing perhaps will not have 
to be sent abroad. 


WAR BENEFITS 


It goes against the grain 


of a normal American 
to 


admit any merits whatever 
in war, but we have to give 
Mans his due. The fighting 
and death and destruction 
and lowering 
of 
civilized 


ideals and dulling of the 
finer phases of human life 
and human nature are all 
real and deplorable enough, 
but there's another side to 
it. 


The first thing noticeable 


when a nation goes to .war,

But our nation is today far 
more aware of foreign per- 
ils and more alert in re- 
sisting them than 
it has 


ever been. 
And this fact

self-evident: 


The more unanimous we 
are in self-defense, the less 
likely we are to have war. 


or merely undertakes war 
preparations on a big scale, 
is the impressive release.of 
human energy. The idle go 
to work and 
those who 


were at work start working 
harder. Life is speeded up. 
Production increases. Indi- 
viduals and 
society 
as a 


whole find that they can do 
a great deal more than they 
realized. It is in wartime 
particulerly that the im- 
possible is oftenest accom- 
plished, on the war front 
or on the home front. 


People learn to endure 


privation, pain and sorrow 
to a degree that would have 
seemed impossible in nor- 
mal times. 


Maybe there is benefit 


in this, too, but if so, it is 
harder to appreciate. May 
Americans be spared from 
it now_!_
